Infoction of Skin 

For Infection of the sin of the 
lids and the Hd margins, particu~ 
larly with streptococci and 
stnphylococc} germs, the sulfona- 
mide drugs seem most effective 
in the application of a fivo per- 
cent ofntment. However, bacti- 
tracin and penicillin ointments 
arc also usctul. 

In the case of. an abscess on 
the Hd, such asa sty, sulfonamide 
drugs, taken by mouth, are quite 
useful. Infection of the Hd edge, 
known as blepharitis, fs also 
treated with sulfonamide pre- 
parations. For inflammation of 
the Mning membrane over the 
eyeball, mown as the conjunc- 
tiva, local treatment with 
pentcillin and ‘sulfonamide pre- 
parations is effective. In some 
cases, however, depending on 
the type of germs causing ¢he 
streptomycin, 
aureomycin, or chloromycetin 
may ‘be useful. 

Typo of Germs 

Before any treatment is 
started, it scems advisable: that 
some of the matérial be removed 
from the infected conjunctiva or 
eyclid for examination under 
the microscope. When the type 
of germ causing the condition 
is discovered, the proper antie 
‘biotic may be employed. For 
example, ‘in one form of con- 
junctiva, due to an organism 
known as Koch-Weeks bacillus, 
streptomycin or  aurcomycin 
seems most effective. 

An inflammation of {he con~ 
Junctiva may also occur from an 
Orgamism known as ‘the Morax- 
Axenfeld bacillus. In this 
condition, there is inflammation. 
of the cyclid, ‘as well as the 
Mning membrane over the eye.

Penicillin Holpful 

In staphylococci infections, 
there are scales of the eyelids.

One form of conjunctivitis, to- 
gether with inflammation of the 
cornea or front part of the eye- 
ball, is due to a virus and, often 
occurs in epidemics. Aurcomycin

Whenever there is inflamma- 
tlon of any part of the cye, ao 
careful study to determine the 
germs producing the difficulty 
should be carried out, so that 
the most effective: remedy may 
be selected for treatment,

| The 12,000 residents of the 
community were limited to one 
quart of drinking water per 


' person daily: The water short- 


age developed when an ice jam 
formed, in the Susquehanna 
River just below Columbia and 
backed-up water flooded the 
elty’s waterworks last Thurs- 
day. © The authorities pumped 
water from erecks and springs 
but this supply ran out this 
morning, 


All restaurants, hotels, bars, 
soda. fountains and any other 
places serving water have been 
ordered closed for the duration 
of the emergency. Two 35,000- 
galion tank trucks were shutttiag 
back and forth between Colum- 
bia and the waterworks station 
at Lancaster, 18 miles away, to 
bring drinking water to the 
community, In Columbia, the 
water is pumped from the trucks 
into sterilised m:lk cans and dis- 
tributed to householders. 


At the same time, one side 
of the community water re 
servoir ‘broke and a amall 
stream of muddy water from 
the river also was pumped {n- 
to the reservoir, This supply, 
although unfit for drinidng, 
was pumped through the water 
system to homes to be used for 
flushing toilets and fighting 
fires.—United Press.

taels; thus paying the Teamar 
only 1034 tacls per picul for the 
tea which: is shipped off in. a 
“peculiar way" vuigarly termed 
“amrggling” at the expense of 
about 44 tael ‘per picul, thus 
satisfying the Teaman, the 
Custom-house, his own packer, 
and what is left of his sense of 
“right and nrong” at a total of 
1 taels. ; 


Tf the “trying climate’ had 
left the . Barbarian's moral 
health unimpaired, he would 
most likely mot ad the 
“peculitar way of ipping” 
but act here ns he would in his 
own country, He would offer 
10 tacls for the tea “duty paid” 
and get it probably ot 10% 
tacls, after ao little pleasant 
bargaining, which price wou!t- 
leave o Toir profit to the. pro- 
ducer, and ensure a steady 
trade, free from those frequent ° 
‘and great fiuctuations, which 
high artificial prices are always 
sure to produce,
